Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The rejections of claims 2, 14, 48, 54, 55 and 80-83, which are 
cancelled; the rejection of claims under 35 USC 112 1st paragraph in part as the previous claims were rejected as not enabled for the 
diagnoses of non-human subjects; the rejection of claims under 35 USC 112 2""^ paragraph. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants remarks of 1 0/25/201 0 have been fully 
and carefully considered but are not found to be persuasive to allow the application. It is noted that Applicants remarks for withdrawal of 
the rejections under 1 12 1st paragraph and 102(a) require consideration of the provided Declarations under 37 CFR 1.131 (that the 
invention predates the Parr et al reference) and 1 .132 (that protein is a suitable analyte for measuring expression for diagnosis). However, 
as both Declarations, submitted now after the Final Office Action, address rejections that were originally set forth in the first Office Action of 
01/21/2010, the Declarations at this point are not timely submitted and thus are not considered after the Final Office Action.
